subject, in all, CAMISABE was subjected to four CARRIAGE tests and 
several hours of interrogation* 

2. The results of these tests indicate that the following statements 
can be made about the CAMISABE case: 


a. As he states, CAMISABE is in contact with the BIS. 

His BIS case officers included, emong others, SEURIH, 
ALEXANDER, and BOSTOEIEEF. CAMISABE did at one time try 
to arrange a meeting between SKURIN and the American 

case officer. CAMISABE and ALEXANDER once visited a German 
woma n in the American sector of Berlin. CAMISABE has not 
seen SKUBIN in 1948. 

b. The brother of Eran Wieland is an engineer. 

c. CAMISABE has received information from Erftolein KAHflKE 
about the Soviet News Bureau (SNB). 

d. SKURIH did know that CAMISABE took a Iran HKBTZ to a 
nmsicale at the home of one MABEBA. CAMISABE was 
questioned by BIS men after this musicals. 

e. CAMISABE does not believe that either MAREBA or Prof. 

WALTHER works for the BIS. 

f. CAMISABE 1 s wife does live in the British zone. 

g. KABO did ask CAMISABE to call a Mr. BELLAMY. A 

h. CAMISABE has not told BIS officers the "true" name of 
’’Moran 11 , his US case officer, nor has he told the Russians 
about Iran's" plan to give him special training for 
PASTIME. (This indicates that CAMISABE, In his role as a 
double agent, is not betraying his US masters.) 

i. DAMISABE admitted previdas membership in the NSBAP and 
in some SS auxiliary organization. 

3. It is noted that CAMISABE evidently made no attempt at deception 
throughout the four tests. The ordinary variations which showed up in 
early questions disappeared when these questions were repeated on later 
tests. On the basis of these tests, CAMISABE appears to be a man of 
unusual veracity. 
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
